NEW KIND OF WORLD SERIES, 

Chicago, Nov. 10.—A plan which will 
make a radical change in the present 
system of deciding the world's base- 
ball championship, it was said, here, 
will be laid before the National Com- 
mission which meets in Cincinnati No- 
vember 14th. The session of the com- 
mission has been called for the pur- 
pose of investigating the ticket scalp- 
ing in connection with the recent con- 
test between the Giants and Athletics 
and suggesting remedies for the evils 
which have attended every contest for 
the diamond supremacy. 

August hermwann, chairman of the 
commission, it is said, has a plan to 
do away with the present world’s 
champiouship struggle of seven games 
and substitute a schedule of sixty 
centests with the sixteen team’ of the 
two major leagues as the contestants 
and cut the regular schedules of the 
two major organizations to 112 games. 
In other words, each team would be 
called upon to play 172 games, eigh- 
teen more than the present season 
schedules call for. By eliminating the 
many open dates the increased number 
of combats could be decided by the 
middle of October. 

Herrmann believes it will do away 
with practically all of the scalping, 
inasmuch as the games will be regard. 
ed much the same as those of the 
present league schedules, The alxty 
game inter-league series would give 
Detroit, Washington and Cleveland an 
opportunity of seeing al! the teams of 
the National league which they do 

, not have a chance of viewing now. 
Pittsburg. Cincinnati and Brooklyn | 
likewise will be afforded an opportuni. | 
ty to see the teams play all the Am- 
erican clubs. Each club would have 
to meet all the rivals in the opposing 
organization. and the world’s cham- 
pionship would be determined on a 
percentage basis. The team finishing 
with the best record at the end of the 
sixty contests would be given the big | 
pennant.
